Time  Capsule 

'Captain  Rounseville's  Shipwreck' 
By  Charles  S.  Mendell  Jr. 


Of  all  the  shipwrecks  and  the  hundreds 
of  Mattapoisett  men  drowned,  no  loss  seems  so 
pathetic  —  and  dramatic  —  as  the  loss  of  Capt. 
Job  Rounseville's  wife  and  two  small  children  in 
a  mid-Atlantic  hurricane.  Capt.  Rounseville 
sailed  from  Boston  in  February  1868  on  the  new 
schooner  Susan  N.  Smith,  taking  his  little  family 
along. 

For  a  year  and  a  half  they  cruised  the 
Atlantic  for  whales.  All  went  well  until  the 
evening  of  August  27th,  1869,  when  the  wind 


his  sails  and  made  all  snug  for  the  night.  At  2  in 
the  morning  the  wind  increased  to  a  hurricane. 
The  great  combers  constantly  swept  the  decks  of 
the  schooner,  filling  them  with  water  and 
carrying  overboard  two  of  the  whaleboats.  Capt. 
Rounseville  soon  found  that  the  vessel  could  not 
live,  so  he  kept  her  off  before  the  wind.  The 
hurricane  blew  the  sails  right  off  the  rigging. 

After  the  battered  schooner  had  run  up 
and  down  the  great  seas  for  about  half  an  hour, 
the  man  at  the  wheel  lost  his  nerve  and  let  the

away  the  other  whaleboat  and  filling  the 
schooner's  decks  until  she  wallowed  half 
submerged  in  the  tremendous  seas. 

Capt.  Rounseville,  having  been  through 
similar  experiences  before,  did  not  think  there 
was  any  danger  of  sinking,  for  the  vessel  was  so 
new.  He  went  into  the  deckhouse  and  told  his 
wife  not  to  be  alarmed,  but  she  dressed  herself 
and  lay  down  with  both  her  children  in  her 
berth. 

Going  up  on  the  careening  half-filled 
deck,  Capt.  Rounseville  took  an  axe  to  cut  away

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the  foremast,  for  the  water  had  got  to  the 
hatches,  and  the  lee  rail  was  under.  But,  as  he 
started,  a  tremendous  wind  and  sea  struck  the 
schooner,  throwing  her  completely  on  her  side 
with  her  masts  in  the  water,  and  washing  the 
captain  away.  After  being  knocked  around  for  a 
few  moments  in  the  surging  sea,  he  managed  to 
grab  the  main  rigging,  lying  in  the  water,  and 
tried  to  get  to  the  cabin.  But  even  as  he  looked, 
helpless,  a  huge  sea  washed  the  decks  clean, 
sweeping  into  the  dark  and  hurricane-swept 
sea,  the  cabin  in  which  huddled  his  wife  and 
children.

All  the  rest  of  the  night  and  until  2 
o'clock  the  next  afternoon,  Capt.  Rounseville 
clung  to  the  submerged  rigging  with  the  seas 
breaking  completely  over  him.  In  the  afternoon 
the  gale  moderated  and  he  managed  to  get  to 
the  vessel.  Besides  the  captain's  wife  and 
children,  all  of  the  officers  and  13  of  the  crew 
had  been  washed  overboard  were  lost. 

Capt.  Rounseville,  his  breast  bone  broken 
and  his  whole  body  a  mass  of  bruises,  huddled 
on  the  wreck  with  the  four  remaining  men.  On 
that  half-sunken  derelict,  lying  on  it  side  with 
the  waves  washing  over  it,  these  five  men  spent 
eight  days  in  a  space  eight  feet  square,  without  a 
thing  to  eat  or  drink.  On  the  ninth  day  they 
were  picked  up  in  frightful  condition  by  an 
English  bark  and  carried  to  London,  where  they 
recuperated  and  returned  home. 

The  rest  of  the  story  is  told  by  Mark 
Twain,  who  got  it  from  someone  on  the  rescue 
vessel.  This  vessel  was  in  mid- Atlantic  when 
one  evening  at  sundown  as  the  great,  red, 
flaming  ball  of  the  sun  rested  on  the  ocean's 
edge,  one  of  the  crew  happened  to  spot  a 
minute  speck  silhouetted  against  the  red.  The 
captain  turned  his  ship  and  found  the  wrecked 
mariners.  By  such  little  chances  are  lives  saved. 
And  if  you  will  go  up  into  the  Cushing 
Cemetery,  enter  the  main  gate,  and  walk 
halfway  through,  you  will  see  the  cenotaph, 
with  the  story  carved  on  its  four  sides,  that  the 
heart-broken  captain  erected  in  memory  of  his 
dear  ones.

"Because  Paul  and  I  were  unable  to  sign  the 
warrant  in  time,  we  decided  to  postpone  the 
meeting." 

The  new  date,  November  17,  was  the 
earliest  time  they  could  reschedule  with  so 
many  previously-planned  agendas  to  work 
around.  This  being  clarified,  the  new  retyped 
warrant  was  formally  signed  by  all  three 
members  of  the  Board  and  dated  October  6, 
1992  for  posting  in  the  Town  Hall.

The  board  then  signed  licenses  and 
permits  for  the  week,  beginning  with  a  Clerk's 
Certificate  authorizing  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  Warrant  for  October  13, 1992.  Another 
Clerk's  Certificate  was  then  signed  authorizing 
a  copy  of  the  same  for  November  17, 1992.  The 
board  also  signed  the  new  warrant  which  will 
be  posted  for  the  November  17  meeting. 

Selectman  Mahoney  next  approved  a 
request  from  ComGas  to  obstruct  the  surface  of 
6  Field  Crest  Lane  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a 
new  gas  service  in  the  area.  A  letter  was  also 
signed  to  be  sent  to  Arlene  Dexter  in  answer  to 
her  September  18  correspondence  relating  to 
Building  Permit  #3986. 

Selectmen  then  met  with  Brian  Nunes, 
Natural  Resource  Officer,  regarding  the  taking 
of  scallops  in  the  Mattapoisett  area.  Selectman 
Mahoney  said  that  he  was  concerned  over  talk 
around  town  about  people  dragging  for  scallops 
in  Mattapoisett  waters. 

According  to  Mr.  Nunes,  one  of  the 
biggest  problems  facing  the  scallop  population 
right  now  is  starfish  which  prey  on  the  shelled 
creatures.  Under  Chapter  31  statutes,  Mr.  Nunes 
said  fisherman  are  required  to  take  any  starfish 
which  they  catch  back  to  be  discarded  on  shore. 
They  are  not  supposed  to  be  throwing  the 
starfish  back  into  the  sea. 

This,  along  with  the  fact  that  people  who 
were  given  first  opportunity  to  harvest  scallops 
last  year  abused  the  privilege  by  taking  more 
than  their  allotted  share,  led  Mr.  Nunes  to  limit 
the  taking  of  scallops  this  year. 

"My  recommendation  as  of  observations 
I  made  today  (October  6)  are  to  open  the  area 
west  of  Brandt  Island  Cove  to  the  Fairhaven  line 
on  Monday,  October  12  for  one  day  only  to  give 
the  local  people  who  are  off  for  the  holiday  a 
chance  to  take  advantage  of  the  crop,"  Mr. 
Nunes  said.

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The  one-day  allowance  is  also  restricted 
to  those  who  carry  a  family  shellfishing  permit 
and  will  only  be  allowed  1/2  bushel,  to  be 

•strictly  enforced  by  the  town.  The  remaining 
waters  off  Mattapoisett  will  remain  off  limits  for 
the  present  time. 

"I  want  to  wait  and  see  what  happens  in 
the  other  areas  before  I  make  a  decision/'  Mr. 
Nunes  said. 

This  being  the  recommendation,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  moved  to 
approve  the  area  west  of  Brandt  Island  Cove  to 
the  Fairhaven  line  for  a  one-day  harvest  on 
Monday,  October  12.  This  will  be  limited  to 
those  who  have  a  family  shellfishing  permit  and 
will  be  restricted  to  1/2  bushel  per  family. 

According  to  Mr.  Nunes,  he  will  be 
making  some  further  observations  and  tests 
during  the  week  to  determine  the  status  of  the 
remaining  waters.  He  said  other  areas  will  most 
likely  open  by  November  1. 

He  also  stated  that  when  the  regular 
shellfishing  season  opens  —  which  will  run 
from  November  1, 1992  to  April  1, 1993  — 
fishermen  will  only  be  allowed  to  use  bags 
^provided  by  the  town  ($1  each)  and  will  be 
^limited  to  5  "town"  bags  per  day  and  a  total  of 
30  "town"  bags  per  week. 

"Each  'town'  bag  holds  one  bushel,"  Mr. 
Nunes  said.  "One  bag  can  hold  up  to  11  or  12 
pounds  of  saleable  scallop  meat,  which  would 
yield  roughly  $50  to  $60  on  the  common 
market." 

Selectmen  agreed  with  Mr.  Nunes' 
recommendation  to  keep  the  fee  for  a 
commercial  scallop  license  at  $200  and  to  retain 
the  limits  previously  employed  in  scallop 
fishing. 

When  asked  if  the  Taylor  Seafood  grant 
had  helped  to  improve  the  scallop  crop  this 
year,  Mr.  Nunes  emphatically  agreed.  He  said 
that  the  company  and  their  efforts  to  reseed 
several  sections  of  Buzzards  Bay  have  had  a 
positive  impact  on  the  fishing  industry  in  and 
around  Mattapoisett. 

Selectmen  next  approved  the  minutes  of 
^  the  September  28, 1992  meeting  with  the 
P  Finance  Committee  and  the  September  29, 1992 
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regular  Board  of  Selectmen  meeting. 

Selectman  Mahoney  then  discussed 
Police  Chief  James  F.  Moran's  recent  decision  to 
approve  the  opening  of  retail  establishments  on 
the  Monday  Columbus  Day  holiday.  Chief 
Moran  advises  any  retail  outlet  wishing  to  open 
on  the  holiday  to  contact  the  police  department 
for  official  authorization  to  do  so.  Selectman 
Mahoney  said  the  Board  need  not  make  a 
formal  motion  on  the  matter,  since  Chief  Moran 
has  already  allowed  for  special  dispensation  for 
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interested  retail  stores. 

Chairman  DeCosta  next  cited  scheduled 
meetings  throughout  the  week,  beginning  with 
an  October  8  meeting  between  6:00  and  7:00  pm 
at  the  Reservation  Golf  Club  to  discuss  the 
upcoming  Young  Master's  tournament. 
Selectmen  will  also  meet  on  October  10  at  8:00 
am  to  view  the  property  on  Crooked  Bow  Path 
with  surveyor  Jim  Lanagan. 

Also  on  October  10  at  10:00  am,  a 
Democratic  Town  Committee  meeting  will  take 
place  to  be  followed  at  11:00  am  by  a  Marc 
Pacheco  rally.  On  October  11  at  12:00  noon, 
Selectmen  will  meet  with  Harbormaster  Steve 
Mach  to  approve  the  installation  of  lanterns  on 
long  wharf.  Chairman  DeCosta  also  took  the 
opportunity  to  remind  residents  that  Town  Hall 
will  be  closed  on  Monday,  October  12  due  to  the 


Columbus  Day  holiday. 

Chairman  DeCosta  next  read  over 
outgoing  correspondence  for  the  week  beginning 
with  a  memo  to  package  store  owners  regarding  ^ 
last  week's  decision  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to^ 
allow  stores  to  open  on  Sundays  beginning  with 
the  Sunday  prior  to  Thanksgiving  through  the 
Sunday  prior  to  New  Year's  Day. 

Another  memo  was  sent  to  Town  Clerk 
Lois  K.  Ennis  relative  to  Mattapoisett's  Cultural 
Council. 

The  board  also  wrote  to  the  Director  of 
Standards  advising  of  the  recent  appointment  of 
John  E.  DeMello  as  the  town's  new  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

There  was  only  one  piece  of  incoming 
correspondence  for  the  week  from  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection's

Program  to  advise  the  town  that  an  application  by 
Donald  S.  Rice  had  been  filed  on  behalf  of  Ned's 
Point  Realty  Trust  to  maintain  an  existing  pier  at 
24  Ned's  Point  Road  in  Mattapoisett.  The 
proposed  use  of  the  structure  is  to  provide  non- 
commercial access  to  navigable  waters.  The  DEP 
will  consider  all  written  comments  submitted       m 
thirty  days  subsequent  to  the  "Notification  Date  ™ 
of  October  16, 1992."

Selectman  Mahoney  said  that  the 
application,  which  was  very  well  organized  and 
prepared,  is  a  perfect  example  of  how  to  apply  for 
such  a  structural  change  and /or  addition.

Rochester  Special  Town  Meeting 

October  5, 1992 
7:30  pm,  Memorial  School 

Over  70  of  Rochester's  2,350  registered 
voters  turned  out  Monday  night  to  approve 
seven  of  twelve  proposed  articles  during  a         f 
Special  Town  Meeting  at  Memorial  School  on 
Pine  Street.  Of  the  remaining  articles,  three  were 
defeated  and  two  were  withdrawn  during  the 
two  hour  and  ten  minute  forum. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  promptly  at 
7:30  pm  as  Moderator  William  Chamberlain 
announced  that  the  minimum  requirement  of  50 
voters  had  been  met  and  a  quorum  reached. 
After  a  salute  to  the  flag,  Mr.  Chamberlain  led 
the  group  into  a  discussion  of  the  twelve  article 
warrant,  which  had  been  duly  posted  and 
advertised  for  the  purposes  of  legality. 

Article  1  proposed  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
$3,517.90  from  available  funds  —  in  this  case, 
Free  Cash  —  to  pay  outstanding  bills  from  fiscal 
year  (FY)  1992,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 
The  bills  included: 

•  Legal  Counsel  —  $510 

•  Town  Insurance  —  $500 

•  Police  Expenses  —  $192  and  $750 

•  Planning  Board  —  $18  and  $63 

•  Legal  Counsel  (for  Conservation 
Commission)  —  $1,484.90  f 

Before  entertaining  a  motion  from  the  floor, 
there  were  two  amendments  to  be  made  to  the 
printed  warrant.  The  first,  according  to  Mr. 
Chamberlain,  was  a  change  in  the  Legal  Counsel 
bill  from  $510  to  $770.  A  separate  bill  for  $67.50 
from  the  Board  of  Health  was  also  added  to  the 
list,  bringing  the  new  total  transfer  proposed 
under  Article  1  to  $3,844.50. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  noted  that  the  article 
required  a  9/10  vote  to  pass.  There  being  no 
discussion  from  the  floor,  a  motion  was  made 
and  seconded  to  approve  Article  1  as  presented. 
The  article  passed  with  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
floor. 

Article  2  was  a  proposal  to  include  a  By-Law 
in  the  town's  existing  Protective  By-Laws  to 
read  as  follows:  "The  minimum  lot  area  shall 
exclude  all  areas  defined  as  wetlands,  all 
drainage  easements  or  areas  set  aside  for  water 
control."  The  article  would  require  a  2/3  vote  to 
pass. 

Planning  Board  member  Georgia  D. 
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Chamberlain  explained  that  the  proposed 
change  "would  not  affect  what  is  presently  on 
the  books." 

"If  you  vote  for  this  By-Law  tonight,  anyone 
^homing  to  (the  Planning  Board)  will  only  have 
to  follow  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  would  not  be 
involved,"  Ms.  Chamberlain  said.  She  explained 
that  this  would  curb  problems  which  arise  when 
including  wetland  areas  in  property 
assessments. 

Several  voters  objected  to  the  by-law  change, 
claiming  it  would  hurt  individual  property 
owners  by  reducing  the  value  of  their  land. 

"I  object  to  this  by-law,"  said  one  town 
meeting  voter.  "I  do  agree  with  the  intent,  but  it 
will  lead  to  tax  abatements  for  people  who  find 
their  land  is  worthless  ...  I  just  don't  think  you 
can  completely  remove  wetlands  from  the 
equation." 

Although  the  article  had  the  full  support  of 
the  Planning  Board,  other  voters  also  felt  the 
article  would  cause  more  problems  than  it 
would  solve.  "If  people  with  existing  wetland 
property  apply  for  tax  abatements,  then  you  and 
I  are  going  to  be  paying  for  this  by-law  with 
higher  tax  rates,"  said  one  voter. 
A      When  a  motion  to  table  the  article  was  taken 
from  the  floor,  it  was  defeated,  forcing  further 
discussion.  Although  most  people  seemed  to 
agree  with  the  intention  of  the  by-law  change, 
they  did  not  consent  with  the  way  it  was 
presented  to  Town  Meeting. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  called  for  a  vote  from  the 
floor  on  the  article  as  presented.  The  article  was 
defeated  with  a  vote  of  35  for,  43  against.

"Many  property  in  town  is  not  laid  out  on 
regular  street  lines,"  said  voter  David  Hughes. 
"How  are  you  going  to  define  'lot  lines'  and 
where  are  you  going  to  measure  them  from?" 

Georgia  Chamberlain  of  the  Planning  Board  ( 
explained  that  the  by-law,  which  was  proposed 
by  Building  Inspector  Robert  Francis,  was 
designed  to  make  things  easier  for  people  who 
are  buying  land  in  town. 

Another  voter  also  agreed  with  the  by-law 
change,  saying  "people  who  are  working  for 
this  town  need  certain  tools  to  make  their  jobs 
more  efficient.  I  think  we  should  allow  them  to 
do  their  jobs." 

Despite  the  efforts  of  several  voters  to  garner 
support  for  the  by-law,  it  was  closely  defeated 
with  a  38  for,  33  against  vote  (2/3  majority  was 
needed  to  pass). 

Article  4  proposed  to  adopt  a  Soil 
Conservation  Board  (SCB)  and  certain  rules  and 
regulations  thereof  pertaining  to  the  removal  of 
earth  minerals  in  the  Town  of  Rochester. 
Selectmen  Chairman  Harry  A.  Brown  Jr.,  who 
has  been  part  of  the  proposed  SCB,  said  that  the 
rules  governing  soil  conservation  in  town  were 
first  adopted  in  1970  and  have  never  been 
changed  since.  "As  you  know,  things  have 
changed  in  town,  and  the  requirements  should 
change  also,"  he  said. 

Although  the  by-law  had  the  support  of  area 
cranberry  growers  and  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission,  there  was  a  problem 
in  the  wording  of  the  article  on  the  warrant 
which  was  brought  out  during  Town  Meeting. 
"I  am  concerned  that  the  wording  of  the  article 
would  declare  all  by-laws  null  and  void,"  said 
one  voter. 

Town  Clerk  Naida  L.  Parker  agreed  that  the 
way  the  article  was  worded  could  cause  some 
problems  in  interpretation  and  probably  would 
not  meet  the  Attorney  General's  approval.  "I'm 
not  opposing  or  supporting  the  essence  of  the 
bill,"  Ms.  Parker  said,  "but  the  article,  as 
worded  here,  would  declare  all  by-laws  now  in 
existence  null  and  void."

But  Mr.  Chamberlain  explained  that  the 
reduction  in  his  budget  was  small  and 
Chairman  Brown  backed  up  that  by  stressing 
that  if  any  department  is  in  need  of  emergency    ■ 
funding,  they  can  petition  the  Finance 
Committee  to  appropriate  more  money  out  of 
Free  Cash. 

Another  voter  was  concerned  with  the  sharp 
reduction  in  the  Park  Department's  budget,  as 
was  one  voter  with  the  elimination  of  Town 
Reports. 

"I  mean,  how  are  we  going  to  get 
information  each  year  on  the  running  of  the 
town,"  he  asked.  "I  don't  know  of  any  other 
towns  who  don't  print  a  town  report." 

Chairman  Brown  said  that  Mattapoisett  had 
just  discontinued  printing  their  reports  last  year 
and  if  anyone  was  interested,  they  could  come 
to  Town  Hall  and  request  to  see  any  public 
records.  By  law,  a  town  report  is  prepared  each 
year,  but  this  reduction  would  stop  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  individual  copies  to 
residents. 

FinCom  Chair  Patricia  Ryan  concurred  with 
Chairman  Brown,  and  added  "We've  tried  to 
take  every  single  penny  out  of  the  budget  that 
wasn't  absolutely  necessary.  Taxpayers  do  not    A 
want  to  spend  any  more  money  on  taxes.  That 
came  through  loud  and  clear  on  September  30 
(Special  Election)." 

There  being  no  further  discussion  on  the 
remaining  articles  in  contention,  all  were  passed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  floor. 

Article  11  proposed  to  transfer  $77,133.37 
from  available  funds  (Free  Cash)  to  reduce  the 
tax  rate  for  FY  1993,  or  take  any  other  action 
thereon.  FinCom  Chair  Ryan  said  that  after  all 
the  transfers,  including  this  one,  the  Free  Cash 
account  balance  would  be  $124,230.23. 

"It's  going  to  be  another  very  tight  year 
financially,"  Ms.  Ryan  said.  "But  the  FinCom 
agrees  that  we  shouldn't  take  any  more  money 
from  next  year's  Free  Cash." 

There  being  no  further  discussion  on  this 
matter,  the  article  was  passed  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Town  Meeting  floor. 

The  last  article  on  the  warrant  for  the  night, 
Article  12,  would  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  sell  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed 
bid  a  parcel  of  land  as  shown  on  the  Assessor's  A 
Map  as  Plan  6,  Lot  19  located  off  Dexter  Lane 
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containing  8.90  acres  of  former  cranberry  bog 
and  5.60  acres  of  land  or  take  any  other  action 
thereon. 
I        According  to  Chairman  Brown,  the  land 
which  is  currently  in  the  town's  possession,  is 
not  buildable  in  any  respect  and  could  only  be 
used  as  a  reservoir  for  one  of  the  abutting 
properties.  Since  the  town  has  no  present  use  for 
the  land  and  even  unbuildable  it  is  estimated  to 
be  worth  about  $50,000,  Chairman  Brown 
recommended  selling  the  property  and  garner 
some  extra  money  in  profit  and  tax  revenue. 

But  several  voters  question  the  purpose  of 
selling  land  at  the  present  time,  especially  with 
interest  rates  being  so  low. 

"I  would  think  this  wouldn't  be  a  good  time 
to  sell  property,"  one  voter  said.  "And  if  it  isn't 
costing  the  town  anything  to  maintain,  I  would 
say  hold  onto  it  for  future  use." 

After  further  discussion  on  the  issue  of 
whether  it  would  be  worth  it  to  keep  or  sell  the 
property  in  question,  Mr.  Chamberlain  finally 
entertained  a  motion  to  vote  on  the  article  as 
presented.  After  a  motion  was  made  and 
seconded,  the  article  —  which  would  require  a 
2/3  vote  to  pass  —  was  defeated  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  floor. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  consider, 
Mr.  Chamberlain  called  for  a  motion  to  adjourn 
which  was  seconded  and  made  unanimous  by 
the  Town  Meeting  voters  present. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  adjourned  at 
9:44  pm.

During  the  meeting,  Karen  A.  Walega 
recommended  to  the  Board  that  an  Advisory 
Committee  be  created  to  launch  a  plan  of  attack  A 
against  rabies.  Karen  pointed  out  that  there  are  ^ 
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cases  of  rabies  in  Fitchburg,  and  in  order  to 
prevent  Marion  being  hit,  the  town  should  have 
adequate  facilities  to  isolate  and  contain 
f  unvaccinated  dogs.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  are 
taking  the  proposal  under  consideration. 

A  letter  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
from  Karen  A.  Walega  insured  that  according  to 
Title  V  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  Section  15.02, 
no  building  permit  will  be  issued  unless  the 
Board  of  Health  determines  that  the  septic 
system  is  adequate  for  the  proposed  addition. 

A  percolation  test  on  Mr.  Costa's 
cesspool  was  attempted,  but  failed  due  to  the 
soil  being  too  wet.  Based  on  this  information, 
Mr.  Costa  would  be  required  to  upgrade  his 
septic  system  with  an  approved  Marion  Sanitary 
Code  design.

East  Coast  Disposal  Contractors  came 
before  the  Board  of  Health  Tuesday  night, 
October  6,  in  the  hopes  of  regaining  their 
contract  which  was  abruptly  terminated  last         £ 
week  due  to  the  company's  inability  to  provide    ^ 
adequate  service  to  the  town. 

Ongoing  problems  with  the  company's 
equipment  left  local  residents  to  deal  with 
unclaimed  trash  which  finally  pushed  the  Board 
of  Health  to  cancel  their  longterm  agreement 
with  the  company  for  breech  of  contract. 

Problems  culminated  on  Thursday, 
September  27  when  East  Coast  Disposal  did  not 
collect  residents'  trash  until  the  following 
Saturday.  Browning-Ferris  Industries  (BFI)  of 
Fall  River  was  granted  an  interim  contract  in 
order  to  insure  that  Mattapoisett  residents  could 
rely  on  weekly  trash  pick-ups. 

But  Mr.  Emery  attributed  his  problems  to 
unforseen  equipment  failure  and  his  inability  to 
compete  with  some  of  the  bigger  companies 
moving  into  the  area. 

"I  understand  your  concerns,  but  when 
you  compare  my  company  with  one  that  does 
$60  million  a  year  in  sales,  I  can't  possibly  match 
them/'  he  said.  A 

"We  tried,"  said  Mr.  Lee.  "We  talked 
until  we  were  blue  in  the  face.  But  after  awhile, 
you  should  start  to  see  the  writing  on  the  wall." 

Problems  with  local  and  state  police 
involving  vehicles  registered  to  East  Coast  that 
did  not  pass  inspection  also  strongly  influenced 
the  Board's  decision  to  not  consider  renewing 
the  company's  contract  at  the  present  time. 

"It  didn't  just  happen,"  said  BOH 
member  John  C.  Bowman.  "We  did  our  best  to 
help  you  but  it  just  got  out  of  hand.  Most  of  the 
time  you  had  only  man  on  your  truck.  This 
wasn't  the  first  time  we've  faced  problems." 

In  a  last  ditch  effort  to  renew  the  trust  of 
the  Board,  Mr.  Emery  presented  a  new

proposed  business  plan  which  included 
appointing  a  Project  Superintendent  of  Refuse 
and  the  purchase  two  1993  trucks  along  with  an 
arrangement  to  rent  equipment  from  another 
contractor  in  emergency  situations. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Emery  also  offered  the 
additional  guarantee  of  a  certified  check  in  the 
amount  of  $1,228.85  —  payment  for  one  week's 
trash  collection  —  in  case  services  were  not 
rendered  for  that  week. 

"I  know  we  can  rectify  this  problem  if 
given  a  second  chance,"  Mr.  Emery  said. 
According  to  Mr.  Lee,  the  best  that  East  Coast 
Disposal  can  hope  for  is  to  wait  five  weeks  and 
submit  a  new  bid  when  the  BOH  begins  its 
rebidding  process. 

When  asked  about  BFI's  temporary 
service,  which  began  last  week,  members  of  the 
board  were  notably  pleased. 

"We  received  several  calls  last  week 
commending  them  on  their  efficiency  and  good 
service,"  Mr.  Lee  said.  "It's  nice  to  get 
compliments  after  having  to  deal  with 


complaints  for  awhile." 

Residents  should  be  advised  that  under 
BFI's  contract  requirements,  trash  should  be  out 
and  ready  to  be  picked  up  by  Thursday 
morning  at  7:00  am  since  the  company  has  not 
mapped  out  a  full  itinerary  and  will  begin 
pickup  first  thing  Thursday  morning.  Once  a 
regular  route  is  established,  residents  will  be 
able  to  tell  exactly  when  their  trash  will  be 
picked  up.

Sippican  School  has  spent  the  past  two  years 
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participating  in  a  self-study.  Prior  to  their  visit  from

Paskamansett  Bird  Club 

All  About  Bluebirds  is  the  topic  of  a  slide- 
illustrated  talk  by  a  nationally  renowned  bluebird 
advocate  and  conservationist,  Lillian  Files,  of 
Tyngsboro,  Ma.  She  will  make  her  presentation, 
based  on  decades  of  study  and  work  with  the 
species,  on  Wednesday,  October  14,  under  auspices 
of  the  Paskamansett  Bird  Club  of  Dartmouth. 

The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  attend  at  no 
charge.  The  lecture  will  take  place  in  the  Community  4 
Hall  of  Allen's  Neck  Friends  Meeting,  739  Horseneck 


Rd.,  Dartmouth. 

Ms.  Files  was  one  of  the  first  observers  to  note 
in  the  1960's  a  serious  decline  in  the  population  of 
Eastern  bluebirds  in  the  Northeast.  Although  no 
jingle  reason  for  the  phenomenon  was  determined, 
Efforts  to  offset  it  included  the  studied  placement  of 
artificial  nesting  boxes.  In  this  activity  Ms.  Files  very 
soon  took  on  a  leadership  role. 

Through  the  years  she  has  advised  hundreds  of 
individuals  and  lectured  before  organizations  and 
school  classes  offering  information  about  the  birds' 
life  histories,  habits  and  requirements,  and  with 
specific  advice  on  the  construction  and  placement  of 
nest  boxes.  The  response  to  her  advocacy  has  been 
gratifying,  and  surveys  now  indicate  that  the 
Massachusetts  populations  of  bluebirds  has 
stabilized  and  has  even  shown  a  slight  increase  in 
some  areas.  The  species  still  remains  uncommon  in 
our  Southeast  corner,  but  encouraging  activity  by 
members  of  the  local  bird  club  continues 
undiminished. 

The  next  regular  weekend  bird  walk  for 
members  and  guests  of  Paskamansett  Bird  Club 
takes  the  form  of  a  watch  at  a  single  site, 
Hawkswaney,  the  country  home  of  Milton  Travers. 
To  connote  the  characteristic  nature  of  his  estate,  Dr. 
Travers,  a  recognized  authority  and  author 
recording  local  Indian  lore,  selected  the  native  word 
fchat  signifies  soaring,  gently  wheeling  hawks 
Overhead,  the  kind  of  flight  the  Wampanoags 
doubtless  observed  during  the  annual  fall  migration 
of  hawks  along  the  coastline.  The  Travers  house  sits 
on  a  bluff  overlooking  Buzzard's  Bay  and  the  eastern 
portion  of  Allen's  Pond. 

Meeting  at  9:00  am  on  October  11,  the  group 
will  be  scanning  the  skies  for  the  various  species  that 
may  be  expected  at  this  season  of  the  year,  such  as 
Sharp-shinned  Hawks,  Red  Tails,  Kestrels,  an 
occasional  Peregrine  Falcon,  Ospreys  and  possibly 
Turkey  Vultures.
